MEDICINAL LIQUOR 
MEASURE IS GIVEN 
HOUSE APPROVAL 


Bill Goes Now to Senate; 
Bitter Attacks Are 
Made by Representa- 
tives on Mellon. 


Washington, March 1.—(4)—The 


medicinal whisky bill today | | 
while the senate, operating under the 
cloture rule which limits debate, drove | 
toward a vote on the administrations 
proposal to create prohibition and cus- 
toms bureaus in the treasury depart- 
ment. 

The medicinal whisky bill, which 
now goes to the senate, would permit 
private manufacture of liquor under 
supervision of the treasury and is in- 
tended to replenish stocks which are 
approaching depletion. 

Prohi Law “Unworkable.” 

In the senate, during debate on the 
prohi reorganization bill, Senator 
Copeland, democrat, New York, charg- 
ed Senators Bruce, Maryland, and Ed- 
wards, New Jersey, wet democrats, 
with doing modification “irreparable 
harm” by opposing. the administra- 
tion’s measure. After he had been as- 
sailed by the New Jersey and Mary- 
land senators for supporting cloture 
yesterday Copeland, who recently turn- 
ed to the wét cause, explained that he 
Was supporting the administration s 
bill and believed in enforcement al- 
though he considered the prohibition ; 
law unworkable. 

The customary wet and dry lines 
in the house were shattered on the 
whisky bill vote. It was sent to the 
senate after several hours of acrimo- 
nious debate, by a vote of 209 to 151. 

Attacks on Mellon. | 

During the debate repeated ati acks | 
were made upon Secretary Mellon, | 
Representative Howard, democrat, Ne- 
barska, going so far as to offer an 
amendment to entitle the bill, “an act 
for the relief of Mellon and associ- 
ates.” Other members charged that 
it placed a monopoly in the treasury 
secretary's hands, 

The bill would give the secretary of 
the treasury authority to permit manu: 
facture of whisky, “at a reasonable 
price’ in from two to six distilleries. 


Meanwhile no restrictions as. to 
amounts are placed upon the _ secre- 
tary. It is contemplated that between 
2 000,000 and 3,000,000 gallons an 
nually will be necessary to keep an 
adequate supply on hand.

This had reduced 
accidents to the very minimum at these 
intersections and jay-walking also has 
been curtailed to a marked degree. 


Must Be Vigilant. 


Although the city’s chief executive 
was jubilant over the success of. the 
campaign for observance for the sig- 
nal lamps, he asked the chief to begin 
at once a drive against traffic law 
violations by autoists and drivers of 
other vehicles. 

“I am appealing for cooperation of 
the riding and walking public in an 
effort to set a deathless traffic record 
for the entire year,” the mayor said, 
“and I hope that this appeal will get 
the cooperation I feel it deserves.

At 
any rate, if open tanks for the dis- 
posal are maintained, as at present, 
with concrete walkways around 
them, guard rails should be installed 
to prevent just such accidents as 
the one which occurred Sunday.

In considering the marriageeof the 


future we shall accomplish more by 
studying the continuously shifting. de- 
veloping facts about us than by cling- 
ing to the dogma of the recent past. 


It is so often asserted as to stand 
almost as an axiom that the institu- 
tion of the family has been the bul- 
wark of civilization. This pseudo 
axiom may or may not be true. My 
own mind seeins unable to compre- 
hend enough of the multifarious fac- 
tors at any one time to attain certain- 
ty. Also it is necessary to work out 
a satisfactory definition of that puz- 
zling word “civilization.” 

The Greek civilization is often re- 
ferred to as an inspiring model, but 
the Greeks appear to have been much 
more liberal than we in sex matters. 
The Romans achieved an immeasur- 
able greatness which was based on a 
materialism even franker than our 
own. What was probably the finest 
civilization of all in the refinements 
of poetry, painting, philosophy and 
the delicate art of living, certainly by 
far the longest enduring, the Chiaese. 
accepted *polygamy as a matter of 
course. 

Furthermore, modern inquiry makes 
it evident that close family life is by 
no means always the best atmosphere 
in which to rear children: much de- 
pends on the extent to which parents 
may be civilized adults. 


os 


We are flooded withr  senti- 
mental nonsense on this point. 
We have castly teo many mothers 
demanding a kind of emotional 
canonization merely because they 
have brought children into the 
world. The repayment demanded 
by mothers and exacted at the ex- 
pense of the child’s free develop- 
ment is often wickedly high. It 
is emotional usury. 


This whole subject is. of course, in- 
tensely controversial. It touches un- 
comfortably the deepest roots of prej- 
udice and stupidity. But a little air 
can’t hurt it. Few things can be hurt 
by honest inquiry. 

It would be presumptuous and ob- 
surd for any one. individual of us to 
attempt to outline the facts as they 
stand today. I suggest the foliowing 
merely as they appeaf to one pair of 
eyes, 

The present-day facts that bear on 
marriage appear to me something as 
follows: 

First. The profound economic 
change in the status of woman. Wom- 
an has followed the old homely arts of 
cooking and the like out 
factories and offices of our preseat 
system. She has become largely in- 
dependent. 


As a result she has demanded 
and won equal rights with men. 
And as a further result we have 
throughout our manufacturing 
and trading world a sex-laxity so 
widespread as to baffle statistics. 
Put this aside as a mere asser- 
tion, if you like; mest of you who 
read will recognize its truth. 
Second. The war. In that titanic 

slaughter the civilization of our fa- 
thers (that trading, fighting, pray-

The war marked the end of a 
clamorous. hardfisted, perhaps 
great epoch. It will be fifty to a 
hundred years before our children 
will even know how colossal a 
disaster it was.

our fathers worked out. Our chil- 
drea do well to question every prin- 
ciple, every faith, in a kind of eivili- 
zation that could attain no better end. 


Third. Primary schools that 
turn out millions upon millions 
of half-baked brains to consume 
literary pap and look about for 
easy money! high schools that 
eenter on vocational education, 
and (of course) money; colleges 
that produce bond salesmen and 
football coaches. We shall have 
to do better than that with edu- 
cation. 

Fourth. Standardized books 
movies. These sap and cheapen the 
brains on which the next phase of 
our civilization depends.

Sixth. The rule of money and the

No civilization has become fine- 
ly great in which thought and art 
and the pursuit of agriculture 
have not been the leading paths 
to honor among men. The man 
we honor today is the salesman. 
I see little hope in the fact and 
no sense in leaning on sentimen- 
tal optimism. 


There is much natural health in our 
people. Perhaps it will awaken them 
to ‘something in the way of a real 
management and direction of our re- 
forming civilization. Perhaps not. 
But marriage and the home are sna- 
cidental. ‘They will at any time be 
simply the expression of our civili- 
zation in terms of personal life. And 
no one can say at this time what form 
the new civilization is to take. 

I fear myself- a new sort of 
Rome; immense, _ materialistic, 
dominating industrially and im- 
perially the Americas and_ the 
world; a hardhanded empire such 
as we do not dream of today. The 
wind is blowing in that direction. 
And if this is to be, we shall see 
a vastly worse corruption of mar- 
riage. Formulas can’t save us, . 
nor relizions. Only heaith and 
decency and the modest spirit of 
truth,

The Courage of Coolidge. 
From conservative sources great 
praise will be poured upon President 
Coolidge for his “courage” in vetoing 
the bill. But his courage in 
that was not greater than that 


President Tyler in vetoing the revenue | 
bill of 1842 and the two bank charters | 


sponsored by the Whigs under the 
leadership of Henry Clay. So great 
was the resentment against those ve- 
toes that Clay introduced a resvlution 
to propose to the states a constitu- 
tional amendment to permit a vetoed 
bill to become a law upon its repassage 
by a majority vote in each house. That 
proposition failed of submission then, 
but one of like effect is even now 
upon the calendars of congress. 

President Andrew Johnson showed 
unprecedented courage when he used 
the veto time and again in opposition 
to radical legislation in the recon- 
struction era. His enemics in cengress 
were so enraged that they impeached 
him and he escaped conviction by only 
a single vote in the senate. , 

Hayes showed a high courage when 
he voted an army appropriation bill: 
Taft did as bravely when he vetoed 
the Webb-Kenyon bill that passed in 
spite of his veto: and Woodrow Wil- 
son defied a tremendous popular sen- 
timent when he vetoed the Volstead 
prohibition enforcement bill, only to 
see his veio overridden. 

So President Coolidge has no sud- 
den monovoly of veto covrage. 


To Denature the Veto Power. 

Mention above of Tyler's vetuves 
recalls that they created 9 great fight 
in congress over a proposal to denature 
the presideni’s const’ * T power to 
interpose a conditional negative upon 
corgressional ‘legislation. 

In the senate, where Clay introduced 
his proposed amendment to denature 
the veto power, there were debates 
of illuminating character engaged in 
by the great lenders of that body. 

Henry Clay employed his most per- 
sunsive end eloquent powers to induce 
the submiss’-» +f the amendment that 
permit #ongress to override a 
veto by majority votes. His speeches 
have since supplied all arguments in 
that behalf.

Democrats Uphold the Power. 

The democratic party has always 
upheld the wisdom and necessity of 
the qualified veto power of the pres- 
ident. They have pronounced it ¢a- 
sentially democratic, both in_ its 
Roman origin and its American saep- 
tion. Buchanan said: 

“It owes its existence to a revolt 
of tho s«eople of Rome against’ the 
tyrannical decrees of the senate. They 
retired from the city to the Sacred 
Mount and demanded tue rights of 
freemen, They thus extortet from the 
aristocrat senate a decree authoriz- 
ing them annually .o ciect tribunes of 
the people. On these tvibunes was 
conferred the power of annulling any 
decree of the senate by simply pre- 
nouncing the word ‘veto.’ This very 
power was the only one by means 
of which the Democracy of Rome ex- 
ercised any control over the govern- 
ment of the republic. It is true that 
it did net enable the people, throtugh 
their tribunes, to originate iaws: but 
it saved them from all laws of the 
senate which encroached on their 
rights and liberties.” : 

So, in framing our federal constitu- 
tion, the fathers were unanimous in 
embodying in it this power of the peo-~* 
ple’s tribune, the president, to safe- 
guard the republic by arresting hasty, 
improvident, or unconstitutional legi< 
lation, at least until the people could 
definitely express their will eoncern- 
ing it. Madison reported that the 
power as it stands in the consticufion, 
“was agreed to nem. con.,” and never 
after reconsidered, 

x * 7 « 
The Value of the Veto. 

Presidént Washington hesitated over 
the use of the veto power when first 
confronted by the alternative of ap- 
proving or vetoing an act of congress. 
It dealt with the apportionment of 
representatives under the first ¢en- 
sus. He consulted Jefferson, then gee- 
retary of state, and that great states- 
min agreed with the “Federalist” that 
“there would be greater danger of his 
(the president’s) not using his power 
when necessary, than of his using it 
too often or too much.” 

Jefferson's advice to Washington 
was that “viewing the bill either as a 
violation of the constitution, oc as giv- 
ing an inconvenient exposition to its 
words, is it a case wherein the pres- 
ident ought to interpose his negative? 
{ think it is. The non-user of his 
negative power begins already to excite 
a belief that no president will ever 
venture to use it. and conséequenti¢ 
has begotten a desire to raise up bar- 
riers in the state Jegislatures against 


‘congress throwing off the control” of 


the constitution.” 

Washington vetoed that act and 
another during his presidency. During 
the first fifty years there were twenty 
presidential vetoes and the people sus- 
tained the justice of all of them. 

Our history contains many instances 
of vetoes that clearly upheld the con- . 
stitution and saved the republie from 
rash and extravagant legislation by 
partisan and overreaching ¢ongres- 
sional majorities. aif 

It remains now to be seen how the 
country at large will receive the 
sternly stated reasons given by Presi- 
dent Coolidge for vetoing the MceNary- 
Haugen bill. It may have a determin- 
ing effect against his aspirations if he 
has such, to serve another term in the 
presidency. Or. it may enhance his 
chances for such an unusual exalta- 
tion.

Managua, Nicaragua, March 1.—(P) 
A move to bring peace between the 
liberal and conservative factions is be- 
ing undertaken by three prominent 
native Nicaraguans, two liberals and 
one neutral. 

- With the acquiescence of the con- 


_servative president, Adolfo Diaz, and 


the approva! of the American authori- 
ties, they will start tomorrow to find 
the chief liberal general. Jose Mon- 
cada, somewhere in the Matagalpa re- 
gion, and try to induce him to give up 
his campaign in behalf of the liberal 
president Juan B..Sacasa. 

They hope to be able to convince 
General Moncada that further fighting 
is useless and that peace would be to 
the advantage of all concerned. They 
will point out specially that the op- 
portunity is given the country to have 
prosperity and free elections in accord- 
ance with the proposal which Presi- 
dent Diaz has submitted to the United 
States government. 

Two United States officers, Major 
T. S. Clarke, of the marine corps, and 


Lieutenant EK. J. Moran, will accom- 
pany the peace mission. A_ special 
railway car was sent from Managua 
to bring the mission to Managua. From 
Afanacua the party will proceed by auto 
the 110 milesto Matagalpa, and thence 
by mule to the place where General 
Moncada is supfiosed to be. The Ameri- 
ean officers are accompanying the mis- 
sion at the invitation of leading liberals. 
Charles C. Eberhardt, the American 
minister, made the arrangements with 
the approval of President Diaz. 


Word of the firing on a train in 
Nicaragua on which several American 
marines were riding as guards has 
been received by the American navy 
department at Washington. No one 
was injured and the fire was returned. 


:: BEAUTIES AND SPLENDOR OF LAND DESCRIBED ° 


Strange Scenes in Siam 


Dawson, Ga., March 1.—(Special.) 
Vivid descriptions of beauty and 
splendor and. graphic portrayals of 
squalor and poverty are mingled in 
descriptions of a visit to Siam, the 
only absolute monarchy. in the world 
today, in letters to his parents from 
William Edwards, a member of the 
student body aboard the University 
Afloat of New York, which embarked 
on a round-the-world cruise last Sep- 
tember. 

Edwards is the son of Judge M. C. 
Edwards of this place and writ+es 
that of all the places visited so far 
cn the cruise, Siam is by far the 
most interesting: © 

Siam never before has been includ- 
ed in any other world cruises of the 
floating university. It is ruled by 
King Rama, VII, an Oxford grad- 
uate who has traveled widely in the 
United States and who professes a 
great admiration for things Ameri 
can. As soon as he learned of the 
University Afloat he asked that his 
land be included in the cruise and 
prepared wonderful and beautiful 
spectacles for the entertainment of the 
students, young Edwards said. 

“The student body were his guests 
during the stay in Siam,’’ Edwa.dJs 
writes in one of his letters to his 
parents, “and appropriated 50,000. fi- 
cals for the entertainment of the 
party and the entire stay was filled 
with pleasure and interest.”’ 

“In splendor and beauty,” he said. 
“the temples and palaces surpass any- 
thing seen in China or Japan. The 
‘Lheater Royal is never used except 
by the king’s command. It was 
thrown open on this occasion and 
several performances given. ° 

Visit “Towers of Silence.’’ 


“We went out to the “Towers of 
Silence’—the place where dead bodies 
were left. Vultures were pcrched 


around the sides waiting the arrival | 


of corpses. We were not allowed to 
look in. At another place we were 
shown the cremating of bodies. This 
was performed in a crude way and 
was to us Americans a ghastly and 
revolting sight. 

“Togs were piled high up. On this 
the bodies were placed, covered with 
more logs, saturated with oil and the 
funeral pyre was lighted amid the 
chanting of funeral dirges by priests, 
the low beating of drums and the 
wailing of the mourners amid other 
strange signs of sorrow.” 

In an earlier letter young Ed- 
wards describes scenes visited in In- 
dia. The letter in part follows:

wonderful piece of work, especially 
the carving and -the delicate inlaid 
work. And the fort was very inter- 
«esting. It was where everybody gath.- 
cred during the mutiny. It is five 
or six hundred years-old and covers 
an area of about 50 acres. Walls 
with the old-fashioned moat surrounds 
a regular palace, where.the king who 
had the Taj Mahal built, lived with 
others of his line until the capita! 
was removed to Delhi. 
Sees Native Quarters. 

“The city itself gaye us the best 
view we have had of the Indian na- 
tive life. The people live as they did 
thoisands of years ago. It is a pic 
turesque sight to see women cominz 
from the well with earthenware pitch- 
ers on their heads, camels passing 
laden with nuts and spices, and don- 
keys carrying wood. The goatskin 
water bag was very much in evidence. 
There were horse-drawn carriages with 
seat for the white men and padded 
platforms for the natives. ' 

“IT went down ito the real native 
section to buy some things. They have 
bazars for tourists, but we decided 
to buy in the native section, where 
everything is cheap, if you know how 
to buy it. I had about 17 rupees 
with me, or about $7, and with that 
I was able to buy a pair of Indian 
rugs or blankets, a bed cover with 
Indian designs and a prayer rug. They 
didn’t try to overcharge us there 
very much. 

“It wasn’t such a nice place to be 
in. Beggars followed us around and 
queer odors from the food they had 
lying around attracted flies in swarms, 
and every time the three of us would 
look at something we wanted to buy 
to crowd would gather around to see 
what the ‘Americans were like.’ Very 
interesting though.’’

Sasser, vice presi- 
dent, from the Tate Springs hotel, 
outlining plans for the alleged i}- 
legal manipulation of the trust com- 
pany. 

The government introduced testi- 
mony and evidence in an effort to 
prove that Manley was registered at 
the Tate Springs hotel on August 2), 
when the alleged letters to Sasser were 
written, Mr. Wooten identifying one 
of the letters, signed “W. D. Manley,’ 
ar. the other unsigned. as having 
been written by the same person on 
the same typewriter. District Attor- 
ney Clint W. Hager also sought to 
prove that Manley had sent word from 
the hotel that he would be “back by 
August 20,” and that Manley attended 
a directors’ meeting of the company 
on that date. 

Plans outlined by the two letters 
were to the effect that officers of the 
company could obtain complete con- 
trol by withholding dividends, thereny 
discouraging the stockholders so they 
would sell their stock cheaply to com- 
pany officers, the money saved on divi- 
dends to be used in buying the hold- 
ings, the government alleged. 

Looting of the depositors’ guarantee 
fund as outlined in the letter, accord- 
ing to government charges, was to 
be accomplished by withdrawal of 

50,000 from St. Louis banks and 
200,000 from New York banks 6&0 
that the money could be used in opera- 
tions of the Bankers’ Trust company 
at 3 per cent interest, although it had 
been agreed the guarantee fund was 
to be held intact in cash so as to in: 
demnify depositors in the various chain 
banks. against loss. 

Testifying that their institutions
